Petition to save facility launched but council rips it from notice board

Elderly residents horrified their 
favourite social centre could face 
closure have launched a petition to 
save it - but the council has ripped 
it from a notice board. 

Members of the over-55s club at 
the Wells Centre in Spa Drive, 
Epsom, started a petition to keep 
the centre open after the council 
said it would review provision of 
services under its control - includ¬ 
ing the Wells Centre - as it faced 
cuts from central Government. 

But staff at the council-run cen¬ 
tre have removed the petition from 
the club noticeboard. 

The majority Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion (RA) group insist no decisions 
will be made without proper public 
consultation. Barry Murton, 63, 
from the Greenway, Epsom, is re¬ 
tired and now cares for his wife, 
who is also in her 60s. 

They have attended many events 
at the centre in the past, and are 
looking forward to using more of 
the centre’s elderly care facilities 
as they grow older. 

Mr Murton said: “Lots of groups 
use it - play groups, dance groups, 
players go and rehearse before per¬ 
forming at the Playhouse. 

“We will be fighting any attempt 
to close the Wells Centre. If we can¬ 
not sign this petition, we will start 
our own.” 

Roger Mathews, 76, from Tamesis 
Gardens, Worcester Park, is re¬ 
tired and attends a weekly book¬ 
binding club at the Wells Centre. 

He has heard staff had already 
been given redundancy notices. 

He said: “It is a beautiful and 
thriving centre, and the council

have a responsibility to look after 
the elderly. 

“It does seem as if the whole deci¬ 
sion has been pre-empted.” 

Clive Woodbridge, leader of the 
RA group at Epsom and Ewell 
Council, said Government austeri¬ 
ty had forced them to review ser¬ 
vices, but no decisions had been 
made yet. 

He said the options were to 
merge services with those at the 
Longmead Centre in Sefton Road, 
Epsom, or sell the centre but en¬ 
sure the building would be used for 
community purposes. 

He said: “I’m sure a lot of resi¬ 
dents will point the finger at local 
services, asking, ‘why are you 
doing this’. 


“But they should be pointing it at 
central Government who is giving 
us very little choice in this.” 

A spokesman for the council said: 
“No decision about the future of 
the social centres has been made at 
this point. 

“No communications about re¬ 
dundancies has been made as it is 
not yet known what decision will 
be made. 

“As it was not their petition, 
staff could hardly allow others to 
access it. 

“There is nothing to stop 
any member of the communi¬ 
ty from organising a petition, 
on any subject. Details of 4

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MPs voice 
support for 
air strikes 


Chris Grayling, Sir Paul 
Beresford and Crispin Blunt 
have all said they were going 
to vote with the Government 
for air strikes against Isis in 
Syria. 

Conservative MPs are 
largely behind the Prime 
Minister, with the vast major¬ 
ity reportedly voting yes on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Last year MPs voted 524-43 
in favour of air strikes in 
Iraq. 

Mr Grayling said that the 
strikes were necessary be¬ 
cause Isis poses a “serious 
threat to us and their neigh¬ 
bouring countries”. 

The Conservative Epsom 
and Ewell MP said: “The im¬ 
portant thing for people to 
understand is that this would 
just be an extension of what 
we’re already doing in Iraq. 

“But as it is, there’s an in¬ 
visible line in the sand after 
which there are strategic 
bases, weapons and terror¬ 
ists which we can’t bomb. 

“It doesn’t make sense for 
me that we’re not part of the 
air strikes in Syria - especial¬ 
ly after the terror attacks in 
Paris, Beirut and Ankara.” 

On the subject of an exit 
strategy, Mr Grayling said 
there would “simply be no 
peace in Syria with Isis 
there”. 

The former justice secre¬ 
tary said: “We are fighting a 
group whose mission is to 
simply destroy what there is 
to destroy.” 

Conservative Mole Valley 
MP Sir Paul said he was vot¬ 
ing with the Government, be¬ 
cause Isis has been 
responsible for “hideous” 
acts. 

He said: “All the behead¬ 
ings and taking people into 
slavery - not to mention ter¬ 
ror attacks all over the world 
- means we need to take 
action.” 

Sir Paul refuted the idea 
that the indiscriminate na¬ 
ture of air attacks would be 
sufficient to oppose the 
motion. 

He said: “The great advan¬ 
tage of our equipment is it’s 
very, very accurate. 

“Yes, collateral damage 
does happen, but not often 
enough, in my view, to defeat 
the imperative to do some¬ 
thing about Isis.” 


Secular group: School 
closure ‘no great loss’ 



An “inadequate” Epsom Christian 
school, which is set to close after a 
damning Ofsted report, has been 
slammed by a secular group, which 
said the school will be “no great loss 
to education in Surrey”. 

The Cornerstone School, in West 
Hill, Epsom, was condemned by the 
watchdog’s chief inspector, Sir 
Michael Wilshaw on a number of 
counts, including the fact pupils 
“said they had a limited view of the 
world”. 

It was rated “inadequate” in each 
category. 

The report added pupils “were not 
given sufficient opportunities to 
learn about different cultures and 
the perspectives of others”. 

Following the report the school’s 
headteacher Grahame Davies an¬ 
nounced he would be stepping down, 
forcing the private school to close. 

Mr Davies wrote last week: “The 
mountain of demands made by Ofst¬ 
ed meant that, after over 27 years as 
headteacher, I felt I was not the per¬ 
son to take the school forward. 

“Our unique setting means that 
this is much easier said than done, 
so the governors realised they had 
little option but to close the school.” 

A number of parents have contact¬ 
ed the Epsom Guardian to give their 
support. 

One wrote: “The Cornerstone 
School has taught my children 
‘blessed are the peacemakers’ from 
the Beatitudes and ‘You mustn’t kill’ 
from the Ten Commandments. How 
then, with the world’s current prob¬ 
lems, is that being intolerant or 
inadequate?”

Another said: “Our academic re¬ 
sults are nothing short of outstand¬ 
ing. For 27 years we have produced 
young people who have gone on to 
higher education and become doc¬ 
tors, lawyers, social workers and 
mechanics.” 

And Sutton Grammar School, 
which has taken on a number of 
Cornerstone students when they 
leave aged 16, came to its defence. 

Sixth form head Giles Marshall 
said: “It has always been a pleasure 
to welcome Cornerstone students to 
the school. They proved to be well- 
rounded, intelligent and very adapt¬ 
able young men.” 

But the National Secular Society, 
which campaigns for secular democ¬ 
racy, welcomed Ofsted’s report, say¬ 
ing the schools should ‘educate 
rather than indoctrinate’. 

NSS campaigns manager, Stephen 
Evans said: “The closure of this 
school is no great loss to education 


in Surrey. 

“All children and young people 
should be entitled to a broad and bal¬ 
anced education. 

“Schools like Cornerstone deny 
children and young people this right 
and the opportunity to develop their 
own beliefs and values. 

’’The point of properly regulating 
and inspecting schools is to ensure 
that children aren’t being left to lan¬ 
guish in inadequate schools that are 
more interested in telling pupils 
what to think rather than how to 
think.” 

In 2005 Cornerstone was one of 
four faith schools to attempt to over¬ 
turn a ban on smacking pupils, argu¬ 
ing the law infringed their religious 
freedom to provide a Bible-based ed¬ 
ucation. 

Prior to the Ofsted report, the 
school taught just 37 pupils between 
the ages of five and 16, but that num¬ 
ber has dwindled to just 15. 


Strike threat disrupts hospital appointments 


Appointments at Epsom and St He- 
lier hospitals have been disrupted 
despite a junior doctors’ strike 
being called off at the 11th hour. 

The British Medical Association 
agreed to suspend industrial ac¬ 
tion following breakthrough talks 
with health secretary Jeremy 
Hunt. 

But elective operations - includ¬ 
ing knee and hip operations - at 
Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
may have already been cancelled. 

More than 4,000 patients nation¬ 
wide had already had their 


treatments disrupted. 

Twenty-four hours of industrial 
action was planned nationwide in 
protest against new contracts in 
which an 11 per cent pay rise was 
to be offset by unsociable hours 
and unpaid overtime. 

Total walk-outs planned for De¬ 
cember 8 and 16 have also been 
suspended. 

Emergency care during the 
strike was due to be covered by 
doctors. 

Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
said in the event of strike action, 


those looking after children, the elderly, 
and people with long-term conditions 
should contact their GP about accessing 
medical care. 


Royal venue for fathers’ rights protest 


A fathers’ rights activist Martin 
Matthews and another protester 
Bobby Smith have been released 
on bail after being arrested for 
climbing a Buckingham Palace 
roof. 

Mr Matthews, from Great 
Bookham, and Bobby Smith, 
from Stevenage, breached securi¬ 
ty and used a ladder to climb 
onto the Queen’s Gallery at 
3.15pm, New Fathers 4 Justice 
said. 

Once he was on the roof, Mr 
Matthews unfurled a banner. 

New Fathers 4 Justice said a 
third accomplice created a 


distraction outside the palace 
gates while Mr Matthews and Mr 
Smith scaled the building. 

Metropolitan Police said both 
men were arrested for trespass¬ 
ing on a protected site but were 
later bailed, to return at a date in 
mid-February. 

Mr Matthews said: “It was a 
good protest; we got a lot of 
publicity. 

“There were armed guards 
watching us for a bit but they 
soon realised we weren’t 
dangerous. 

“We might do another one 
soon, before Christmas. 


We’ll see.” 

Mr Smith said: “Christmas is 
the worst time of year to not be 
with your children. 

“Everything reminds you of it - 
everything in the shops, the 
music, the adverts - so we want¬ 
ed to do something to highlight 
that.” 

Mr Matthews has become well 
known in Epsom and Ewell for 
climbing the roof of MP Chris 
Grayling’s home and office six 
times in three years. 

He has claimed Surrey Police 
gave him a “final warning” after 
the last protest.

Firearm alert 


The attempted sale of an antique gun by 
a school pupil to his classmates sparked 
a police response that shocked teachers 
and pupils. 

Police said the gun was decommis¬ 
sioned before the youngster took it to 
North East Surrey College of Technolo¬ 
gy (Nescot) on Monday with the inten¬ 
tion of selling it. 

The student was immediately isolated 
and searched and police called when 
staff were tipped off he had been trying 
to sell the gun. 

A spokeswoman for Surrey Police said: 
“Officers attended the college and the 
gun, which was an antique flintlock pis¬ 
tol, was seized. It is currently being 
examined.” 

A spokesman for Nescot said: “Staff 
were alerted to a student attempting to 
sell what was being described as a gun. 
The student was immediately isolated 
and searched, and the police were called. 

“The officer who attended told the 
school the weapon had been 
decommissioned. 

“No student or member of staff was at 
risk at any stage. 

“The police have seized the item and 
the student was immediately suspended 
pending the police investigation. It would 
be inappropriate to comment further at 
this stage.” 

Enquiries are ongoing.

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Skeletons discovered?

Workers digging up the former 
Nescot College site have un¬ 
veiled two skeletons, a child and 
an adult wearing sandals on an 
alleged Roman burial site ear¬ 
marked for 91 homes, it has been 
claimed. 

A Ewell resident who lives 
close to the large construction 
site where the former Nescot 
College is says skeletons and the 
remains of a sandal were found 
during a dig by Pre-Construct 
Archaeology between March 
and June. 

A report listing the findings of 
the dig - carried out earlier this 
year - is due to be published in 
Spring 2016. 

Housebuilders Circle Hill said 
all findings of historical signifi¬ 
cance have been preserved and 
are currently being analysed, 
but would not reveal what they 
were. 

Alan Evans, 52, a technical pro¬ 
ducer and lighting director of 
live events who lives in Beech 
Walk, Ewell, believes this appar¬ 
ent discovery, along with the 
site’s location on the fringes of a 
stopgap settlement on a Roman 
road between Chichester and 
London make it a “perfect site” 
for a Roman burial ground. 

He said the developers are 


covering up the findings of the 
excavation so they can proceed 
with their dig. 

Mr Evans is worried that if his¬ 
torically significant findings 
were unearthed by the excava¬ 
tion, they would be destroyed by 
the construction of 91 new 
homes. 

He said: “A skeleton had been 
found with a child with a sandal 
on its foot when they dug there 
in the summer. 

“Why is there such a delay in 
publishing something when ev¬ 
erybody knows what is there? 

“Given its position on the edge 
of a settlement, it would be the 
perfect location for a Roman 
burial site - that is where they 
traditionally buried people. 

“Will we have covered it up so 
that in a thousand years’ time 
when we want to dig it, it will be 
too late. 

“What are they hiding?” 

A spokesman for Circle Hill 
said: “All findings of historical 
significance have been pre¬ 
served and are currently being 
analysed - full details of these 
will be available in a report 
which is due to be published in 
Spring 2016. 

“The council is satisfied that 
all necessary archaeological 
work has been undertaken to a 
high standard and the site has 
been cleared for development.” 

Circle Hill will not comment 
further until the full report 



is published. 

Housebuilders Circle Hill re¬ 
ceived unanimous approval from 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council to build new homes in 
nearby Reigate Road, Ewell, in 
July. 

Work is already underway on 
the former Nescot College site 
and is expected to last two years. 

Circle Hill plan to build 91 new 
homes in total, including 55 for 
private sale, 11 shared owner¬ 
ship homes, 25 homes for afford¬ 
able rent and two public open 
spaces.

After D Jing in Pacha nightclub 
in Victoria last December, 
Anthony Burdett, 30, got talking 
to a homeless man, and after 
only being able to offer him the 
change in his pocket, he left 
wanting to do more. 

So he set up the Big Warm Up 
page on Facebook and was quick¬ 
ly swamped with messages from 
like-minded people. 


The page now has more than 
3,000 likes. 

Mr Burdett, a team leader of 
maintenance at Epsom and 
Ewell Council, now uses his 
home in Hogsmill Way, West 
Ewell, to stockpile donations be¬ 
fore handing them out to people 
in need. 

The group initially distributed 
hats, socks, sanitary towels and 
other essentials to homeless peo¬ 
ple in central London once a 
month, but they now go out 
every week.

Senior doctors drafted in from an¬ 
other hospital have until Christ¬ 
mas to outline how they will 
improve services at Epsom and St 
Helier after watchdog inspectors 
found evidence of “inappropriate 
behaviour” and other failings in 
critical care. 

Staff from St George’s Hospital 
in Tooting will write the report 
after a Care Quality Commission 
inspection revealed the shortcom¬ 
ings. Epsom and St Helier joint 
medical director James Marsh 
said the consultants will help his 
staff stick to national care guide¬ 
lines, but that he did not know 
how long it would take to turn the 
ship around. 

He told bosses at a board meet¬ 
ing: “It is open ended at the mo¬ 
ment. The first phase of this is 
diagnostic and the second phase is 
implementing changes in prac¬ 
tice. It will be a few months before 
we really understand how much 
support we need from St George’s. 

“We need to explore where we 
have clinical variances, we need to 
explore our governance and we 
need to explore our operations. 

“There are already signs of im¬ 
provements in interdepartmental 
teamwork. This is a very good 
early sign but we need to make 
sure we are following through on 
guidance from the senior team.” 

CQC inspectors visited the hos¬ 
pitals last week and reported a 


number of concerns about the 
way the critical care unit was 
being run, including a lack of 
leadership from senior staff. 

Trust chief executive Daniel 
Elkeles said: “Like many large 
hospital trusts, the inspection 
team have highlighted some areas 
that could be improved and asked 
us to provide immediate assur¬ 
ance around some aspects of our 
critical care services. 

“As you would expect, this is 
something that we responded to 
very quickly and have taken clear 
steps to ensure that any possible 
issues were resolved promptly. 

“I am pleased to say that the 
CQC have confirmed that they are 
assured we have responded appro¬ 
priately and taken robust action.” 

A CQC spokesman said: “Since 


our most recent inspection, we 
have continued to work very close¬ 
ly with the trust and local com¬ 
missioners to monitor progress 
and ensure that the necessary 
changes and improvements to 
critical care provision are being 
made. 

“We are aware that management 
at the trust have instructed the 
team from St George's Hospital to 
provide on-site leadership for 
their critical care service. 

“We welcome the swift action 
that has been taken and expect the 
trust to continue to make every ef¬ 
fort to ensure that the expected 
standards of critical care service 
are in place.” 

The ongoing cost of recruiting 
help from St George’s is not yet 
known.

Commissioner calls 
for ‘more resources’

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has u-turned his controversial 
decision to cut police funding in 
Wednesday’s Autumn Spending 
Review, prompting Surrey Po¬ 
lice’s Crime Commissioner to 
voice his concerns over the lack 
of resources in the county. 

Kevin Hurley said in a state¬ 
ment about the news that police 
forces will see no real-term cuts: 
“I am very pleased and proud 
that the Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer has been listening to the 
outcry from me and others in the 
past few weeks, and has made a 
complete u-turn on police 


spending cuts. Following the 
atrocities in Paris and the conse¬ 
quent need for increased security 
all over Europe, it would have 
been irresponsible to reduce the 
number of officers in the com¬ 
munity who are not only the eyes 
and ears of counter terrorism 
policing, but invariably first on 
the scene when something truly 
terrible happens. 

“I have also made it clear there 
are insufficient armed police 
units and that their weapons 
need updating to give them the 
firepower to combat any Isis 
attack.” 

Mr Hurley also detailed the 
strain on current police forces as 
child protection cases went up by 
450 per cent this year, along with 
child sexual exploitation cases 


increasing by 115 per cent and 
honour based violence also see¬ 
ing an increase of 400 per cent. 

He said the cuts were “never 
justifiable” and that there will be 
“a great sigh of relief at this 
change of heart from George 
Osborne”. 

He added: “In Surrey, as every¬ 
where else in the country, we are 
experiencing dramatic and ex¬ 
treme changes in the nature of 
crime. Increased resources are 
needed not only in public protec¬ 
tion, but also in online crime and 
visible policing.” 

Mr Hurley had previously said 
that “police are almost at the 
point where they can’t cope”, and 
that gangs were “wising up” to 
take on the police in the wake of 
budget cuts.

How the recent Stamp Duty changes will affect buyers, sellers and investors. 


The Government's Stamp Duty 
changes announced in the recent 
Autumn Statement came as a 
surprise and has resulted in a great 
deal of debate inside the property 
industry and further afield. 

George Osborne announced 
changes to the Stamp Duty levy to 
those looking to purchase a second 
home or a Buy-to-Let investment 
which will come into effect on or 
after April 1 next year. 

Essentially, the new legislation 
has been put in place to level the 
playing field between buy-to-let 
investors, second home owners and 
first time buyers. Those looking to 
purchase a second home or Buy-to- 
Let investment on or after April 1, 
2016 will pay an additional 3 per 
cent Stamp Duty levy, which will be 


introduced at a lower starting point 
of £40,000 rather than £125,000. 

The Chancellor's changes mean 
that each Stamp Duty Land Tax 
(SDLT) band will go up by 3 per cent 
for Buy-To-Let properties as follows 
from next April 1: 

• Property purchase of £40,000 
to £125,000 - Stamp Duty will be 
levied at 3 per cent (currently 0 per 
cent). 

• Up to £250,000 - 5 per cent 
(currently 2 percent). 

• Up to £925,000 - 8 per cent 
(currently 5 percent). 

• Up to £1.5m - 13 per cent 
(currently 10 percent). 

• Over £1.5m -15 per cent 
(currently 12 percent). 

What does this means for home- 
owners and for investment buyers? 


The announcement is likely to 
encourage more sellers to put their 
property on the market so we 
expect to see increased levels of 
activity on the sales side. 

For investor landlords, the 
changes represent a chance to 
enter into the property investment 
market - or add to existing proper¬ 
ty portfolios - now and ensure com¬ 
pletion of any purchases is before 
April 1. 

Another consideration is large 
scale investment. Landlords with 
more than 15 properties will be ex¬ 
empt from higher Stamp Duty rates 
and this will be a viable and attrac¬ 
tive option for some investors.

However, with the house¬ 
building industry in desperate 
need of resource, we are con¬ 
cerned about how the building of 
the 400,000 new homes that have 
been promised will actually be 
achieved. 

"The announcement of further 
initiatives to help first-time buyers 
with more affordable housing is 
also welcome, however given that 
wages are still nowhere near keep¬ 
ing up with property prices - 
which are likely to keep rising as 
we wait for enough new homes to 
be built - it remains to be seen 
how affordable it proves to be for 
most people. 

"In the meantime, a healthy pri¬ 
vate rental sector is absolutely es¬ 
sential to the housing market, for 
those who either cannot or do not 
wish to buy. The plan to increase 
Stamp Duty by 3 per cent on the 
purchase of buy-to-let properties 
is disappointing, given the impor¬ 
tance of privately rented property 
to this county's housing needs, 
however we do not foresee it hav¬ 
ing a substantial impact. 

"Existing landlords will be 
unaffected and new in¬ 
vestment will be con¬ 
sidered alongside the 
returns available else¬ 
where. With pension 
contributions heavily 
restricted, many will

tinue to see strong demand and if 
supply is further constrained, 
rents will rise, yields will increase, 
and investors will view 3 per cent 
extra Stamp Duty as insignificant. 

"Since the Stamp Duty levy will 
not take effect until April 1, still 17 
weeks away, it is likely we will see 
a rush of investors buying before 
then. Anyone who has been con¬ 
sidering buying or selling an in¬ 
vestment property must now act 
quickly to complete their transac¬ 
tion before April 1. 

"Sales of leasehold properties 
take an average of 12 to 16 weeks 
to complete from offer so it is pos¬ 
sible, if the process begins now, to 
complete a transaction in time to 
save thousands of pounds. 

"Buying the right property in 
the right location will be crucial 
to success, as will correctly 
calculating rental yields, tax 
liability and profitability. It is 
now more important than ever 
to consult a knowledgeable

Epsom Property Market Crisis as New House Building slumps by 55.77% 


One of the key factors that determine the price 
of anything is the demand and supply of the item 
that is being bought and sold. When it comes to 
property, demand can change overnight, but it 
takes years and years to build new properties, 
thus increasing the supply. 

The Conservatives have pledged to build over 1 
million homes by 2020. I am of the opinion that 
as a country, irrespective of which party, we have 
not built enough homes for decades and if the gap 
between the number of households forming and 
the number of new homes being built continues to 
grow, we are in danger of not being able to house 
our children or grand children. I believe the country 
is past the time for another grand statement of 
ambition by another Housing Minister. Surely 
it’s right to give normal Epsom families back the 
hope of a secure home, be that rented or owned? 
As a town, we need to exert pressure on our 
local MP Chris Grayling, so they can make sure 
Westminster is held accountable, to ensure there 
is a comprehensive plan, with enough investment, 
that can actually get these homes built. Indeed the 
increase in stamp duty by 3% to buy to let investors 
will help, but will this be enough for the building? 

To give you an idea of the sorts of numbers we 


are talking about, in the Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council area in 2007, 340 properties were built; 
in 2013 it peaked at 520. By 2014, that figure had 
dropped by a massive 55.77% to 230 properties 
built. 

The outcome of too few homes being built in 
Epsom means the working people of the town are 
being priced out of buying their first home and 
renters are not getting the quality they deserve 
for their money. The local authority isn’t building 
the estates they were after the war and housing 
associations are having their budgets tightened 
year on year, meaning they have less money to 
spend on building new properties. I know of many 
Epsom youngsters, who are living with their parents 
for longer because they cannot afford to get onto 
the housing ladder and growing families are unable 
to buy the bigger homes they need. 

I talk to many Epsom business people and they tell 
me they need a flexible and mobile workforce, but 
the high cost of moving home and lack of decent 
and affordable housing are barriers to attracting 
and retaining employees. Furthermore, building 
new homes is a powerful source of growth, creating 
jobs across the county and supporting hundreds 
of Epsom businesses. It is true that landlords have 


taken up the mantle and over the last 15 years 
have bought a large number of properties. The 
Government need to be thankful to all those Epsom 
landlords, who own the 2,450 rental properties in 
the borough. Most local landlords only have a 
handful of rented properties (to aid their retirement), 
and without them, I honestly don’t know who would 
house all the extra people in Epsom! 

Moving forward, those Epsom landlords have many 
pitfalls, both in the short term and medium term. For 
instance, were you aware that the rules on changes 
for new tenancies from the 1 st October 2015 (with 
some imposing penalties including loosing the right 
to require the tenant to vacate, if they are done 
incorrectly) or in the medium term, the planned 
change in the way buy to let’s are taxed? 

More than ever, the days of buying any old property 
in Epsom and you would be set for life are gone. 
Now, it’s all about ensuring you stay the right side 
of the law, buying the right property (and that might 
mean even selling some to buy others), so you 
build the right portfolio for you as a landlord. One 
source of info on all of these issues, where you 
will find other articles similar to this on the Epsom 
property market, is the Epsom Property Blog www.

Irish pop siblings The Corrs are 
back after 10 years away and ready 
to take over the charts again. 

In the late nineties and early 
2000s, it was unlikely you would 
turn on a mainstream radio station 
for more than a few minutes and 
not hear one of the Corrs' hits. 

Songs like What Can I Do, 
Dreams, Runaway and Breathless 
helped soundtrack a decade and 
propelled the Irish band - made up 
of sisters Andrea, Sharon and Caro¬ 
line and their brother Jim - to more 
than 30 million record sales. 

But their 2005 album Home was 
their last, until now. White Light 
came out on November 27 and has 
been preceded by their comeback 
single Bring on the Night. 


Speaking to Vibe, violinist and 
vocalist Sharon Corr said: "We're 
having a blast and appreciating it. 
It's a privilege to do this, so there is 
not much to complain about. 

"We're loving it, there's a lot of 
renewed energy. We have been 
writing some lovely stuff together 
so we are happy with the songs we 
have got on the album." 

In the decade between the Corrs 
projects, they have raised eight 
children between them while 
Andrea and Sharon each released 
two solo albums. 

It was their sister Caroline who 
first broached the idea of reuniting 
musically. 

Mum-of-two Sharon, 45, said: 
"Something about it felt incredibly 


right. I think we were all ready for 
it. Caroline instigated it. I think she 
had been thinking about it for a 
while. 

"We had never said never, we are 
a family, we hadn't broken up - 
that would be way too serious and 
catastrophic. She rang us all and 
we were all open to it." 

And unlike other bands from the 
90s who have had big reunions, the 
Corrs didn't take the ITV2 route. 

Sharon said: "We did it all in a 
very organic way, completely under 
the radar. 

"We told nobody about it and we 
just went into a studio in London. 
We all wrote stuff at home, 
brought it in and found out if we 
had any good ideas together. 


"The magic was there immediate¬ 
ly. The magic was there even more, 
which is kind of brilliant." 

Rather than getting back togeth¬ 
er for a payday or a blast of nostal¬ 
gia, Sharon said the music was in 
the forefront of everyone's minds. 

She said: "We just sort of thought 
we would see if the music was 
there and if the music was there 
then everything else would follow. 

"That's actually the only way this 
industry works properly. 

"It made me realise, oh my god, 
the music is really there and actu¬ 
ally there's more passion than 
ever." 

Being back together was helpful 
for Sharon and her sisters and 
brothers when dealing with the 


pain of the death of their 82-year- 
old father Gerry. 

Sharon said: "I suppose one silver 
lining was we were spending so 
much time together so we could 
share our grief. 

"Every time I came to London I 
could see in my sister's face what I 
had been experiencing for the last 
few weeks. There was a great com¬ 
fort in that and a great empathy. 
It's reflected throughout the album 
and cemented our determination." 

Social media is a new tool for 
artists that wasn't around during 
the Corrs' first incarnation and 
Sharon was an early adopter of 
Twitter. 

She said: "You don't have a 
private moment now, which is 


awful, but also you can reach right 
across the world to places you 
possibly didn't know existed. 

"It's incredible. I basically 
discovered the Corrs' Brazilian 
fanbase via Twitter. I had no idea 
we had that many fans in Brazil. 

"It has an incredible reach but 
the other thing about it is you need 
to be careful that it doesn't distract 
you from what you fundamentally 
do, which is make music. 

"Instead of doing selfies, 
sometimes you should be writing 
songs." 

The Corrs' album White Light 
and the single Bring on the 
Night are out now and their tour 
comes to the 02 in Greenwich on 
January 23. Go to axs.com
